Can we do better than to Watch and Pray, 
As Chrift, and his D#{ciptes fhew?d the way 3 
Paſsing the NVi2ht in Du't-s ſeveral, 
Concluding with a Bleſſing over all * 
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UT Home ( a Bez/ that hath no Parallel ) 

, The Arge! knew not to deſcribe him well. 

He calls four Beaſts, four Kzzgs ; above the reſt, 
| The fourth is called the moſt hideous Beaſt. 
| The 4zel of the Lord doth him diſcover, 
On ſeven Hil/s to Reign the World all over. 
Devouring, breaking, ſtamping under Feet ; 
Deſtroying all that ever he could meet. 
Deſcribing ſeven Heads ; on them Hors ten : 
All Crowned Kings ; no ordinary Men. 
Ar laſt a Lzittle-Hora comes after all; - 
Roots up three Horns, and riſeth by their Fall : 
Wearing three Crowns upon his Papal-Yead, 
Which ſtruck the Wori/d with Wonder, and with Dread. 
Eyes had it as a Maz, and Looks more ſtout 
Than all his Fellows, looking round abour. 
He alſo hath above his ſtaring Eyes 
A Forehead written full of Blaſphemes. | 
A Mouth that ſpeaketh wonderful great things 
Againſt Chrift Jeſus who is Bing of K7zes. 
Thinking to change both T zmes, and Laws each hour ; 
Wearying, and killing Saints with all his Power. 
Into the Throne of God he doth advance, 
Shewing that Ye is God of Spa/z and Fraxce.
